SEASON FOR 
BEAN PLANTING 


The 
Puente 
Mercantile 
Company, 
which handled $750,000 worth of beans 
grown in the valley last year, is mak­ 
ing the announcement, this week that 
the time for planting of Lady Washing­ 
ton beans is from May 1 to May 15, and 
blnckeyo benns from Juno 1 to June 


15. 


This necessitates that the ranchers 
got their supply of seed at once, and the 
company has anticipated the need of 
seed and has it in stock at the ware­ 
house in Puente. 


The national food commission is urg­ 
ing the farmers of California to plant 
an even larger acreage to beans this 
year than last year. 
It is probable that 
the minimun price that will be paid by 
the government for military purposes 
will be ten cents the pound, but may 
be higher. 
This will make it possi­ 
ble for all ranchers to combine patrio­ 
tism with profit. 


Where a little over (5,000 acres were 
planted in the San Gabriel valley last 
year, a large part of which was han­ 
dled by tho Puente Mercantile Com­ 
pany, it is expected that there will be 
10,000 acres this yoar. 
Tho prospect 
for a good bean season with an,assured 
market was never better, according to 
the men who handle beans on the Paci­ 
fic Coast. 
The Puente Mercantile Com­ 
pany stands ready to give any infor­ 
mation about planting, cultivation and 
harvesting.

ASSOCIATION 


P R I N T S A N N U A L 
REPORT 


A total of 4,500 acres of walnuts, 
owned by 202 members, is the report 
made to the directors and stockholders 
of La Puente Walnut Growers Associa­ 
tion 
by Secretary 
Robert 
H. 
Neely, 
which has been printed by the Argus 
print shop this week. 


This is 99 1-2 percent of 
the 
total 
walnut acreage of the 
San 
Gabriel 
valley 
cast of the river, and is the 
largest acreage 
of any association in 
the 
state. 
The local 
organization 
is 
affiliated 
with the California "Walnut 
Growers Association, a body which per­ 
forms a function for the walnut grow­ 
ers similar to that of 
the 
California 
Fruit Growers Exchange for the citrus 
growers. 


The gross value of the crop in this 
association last year was very close to 
$200,000. 
The valley 
shared 
in the 
heavy loss occasioned by the hot wave 
last summer. 
Had it not been for the 
heat, tho valley would 
have 
set the 
largest crop in history, the secretary 
states. 


The grower received a net return of 
$370 per ton. The high cost of produc­

From French Front 


March 2-i, 1018. 


j Dear Father: 
| 
Your last letter received was of Feb. 
] I. I have also received an Argus of 
| same date. The papers keep straggling 
I in, but there arc a lot of them that 
have never reached me. 


Well, to all purposes I have finished 
my course of instruction here and have 
'received the rating of "very good." 
T h e 
TM'.xt thing is to await orders to go 
to the French front 
with a French 
squadron for three weeks. In addition 
| to this T would like to be detailed to 
[ the school of aerial gunnery in the 
. south of France, but I hardly look for 
that to come through, and will likely 
go to the front without thnt training. 
The aerial gunnery school is small and! 
tbt-y nre specializing on the training 
of fighting observers, so that there is 
not much chance for any corps observ­ 
ers to get the work. 


Lieutenant Barrows and myself were 
down this afternoon to call on Captain 
L—, who is second in command of one. 
of the squadrons on the post. I have 
Tin own him for some time and like 
him very much. He has been 
flying 
over here for three years with tho 
French and Belgians, and knows a lot 
about observation. He has requested 
that we both be attached to the squad­ 
ron he is in. Barrows formerly lived in 
N'ordhoff and is a University of Cali­ 
fornia mnn. 


We had something of a disappoint­ 
ment last night when we learned that 
the biggest thing ever attempted j 
n 


maneuvers by our army had been called 
off. The maneuver was to be between 
two divisions, and we were all fixed to 
leave here today to fly to a base a 
considerable 
distance 
south." 
Two 
squadrons from here with six planes 
each, with a pilot and observer for 
each were slated to do the liaison and 
reconnaisance. Those of us out of some 
seventy observers hero who were going 
were very busy yesterday getting ev­ 
erything in shape to leave. The maneu­ 
ver was to have lasted seven days, and 
would have given us some good exper­ 
ience. 
The maneuver may yet take 
place, but. with the big activity up 
front now, I hardly look for it to 
happen. 


I had expected to get over to Nancy 
this week-end, until I was slated to go 
on this other work that did not mater­ 
ialize. That city is close enough to be 
rathor uncomfortable at times. 


We expected Secretary Baker and 
General Pershing here this past week, 
but have not seen them yot. 


There is one thing we all feel sure 
of, and that is a big fight on this sum­ 
mer. 
I hope that our air service will 
come through and do their share. 


I had a letter from Tom Douglas a 
short time ago. He said ho would get 
over to see me if he got close. I would 
enjoy meeting him. 


I did not go to see the Lord Mayor 
of London when there on my way over. 
I hope to get over to England on per­ 
mission some time, and then I will see 
him. 
I will then have seen action. I 
want to get up to Edinburgh. The sev­ 
enteenth of next month will make four 
months since I left the states. I will be 
due for seven days permission, but do 
not think I will take it at the first 
opportunity. 


We have been having fine weather 
lately. This is just like one. of your 
fine spring Sunday afternoons. 
There 
is nothing to do here in your leisure 
time. It is about a half mile down the 
hill to a little town, but every house 
with its barn adjoining has a manure 
pile stacked outside. 
There are few 
men in the towns, and things are not 
in as good shape as they would be in 
peace times. 


I will be interested to hear what 
Gordon's plans are for the spring. I 
am iu hopes that my mail will reach me 
quicker via Paris. I can keep them in­ 
formed as to my moves. Your news 
about the orange market and orchard 
conditions are always interesting. 
I 
thank the neighbors for asking about 
me. 


I have just got today's paper and 
have been reading about the big drive 
on the British front. It is a critical 
time. 
There is also an account of the 
gun firing 75 miles on Paris yesterday. 
I will be interested to hear more about 
it from people from Paris. 
One of the boys here has just had a 
letter from his people iu Redlands tell 
ing of the big wind up around High 
laud. 


I think of all of you at all times.

Earthquake Fragments From a Visit to Hemet and San Jacinto 


(By J . L. Matthews.) 


Two- villages in ruins. 
B u t thousands of acres of alfalfa as 
tall as a m a n ' s hip boots, ready for the 
second cutting of the year, and more 
crops t o follow. 


Streets piled with powdered concrete 
and 
brick 
rubble. 
B u t 
everywhere, 
north. Houth, enst and west of the little 
towns the light green of the npricot and 
peach orchards in new leafage, approch- 
ing the time when the valley will em­ 
ploy 
thousands 
in t h e canneries. 
Wealth 
everywhere, n r w wealth 
from 
the soil, unscathed by any disaster, and 
eventually to find its w a y to the allied 
armies in Europe, with which to win 
the war. 


This is in reality the situation in San 
Jacinto and Hemet—in that marvelous 
valley of production. 
The earthquake 
of last Sunday, which destroyed prac­ 
tically all the brick buildings of San 
Jacinto, and damaged many of the same 


communications 
h a d 
been bad, and 
those towns are more than one hundred 
miles from Los Angeles. 
In t h e after­ 
noon 
thousands 
arrived 
in" a steady 
stream of automobiles. 


On arriving in Hemet, we found the 
town in the hands of the Home Guards, 
under the command of the mayor, and 
there were not more than three or four 
hundred people in sight. 
T h e principal 
business street was roped off. N o at­ 
tempts were boing made to strnighten 
out the tangled business conditions, ex­ 
cepting that Postmaster King, w h o is 
also the editor and owner of t h e Hemet 
News, had established a temporary post 
office An a garage. 
M e r c h a n t s 
were 
standing and sitting around, 
forbidden 
to open up, because of the dangerous 
condition of some of 
t h e 
buildings. 
Several buildings on the 
principal 
street 
were minus roofs. 
T h e pressed 
brick front of t h e bank building was 
in a wobbly condition, with a big gouge 


at home with t h e exception of a few^ 
And the homes of the valley a r e frame 
cottages. 
E a r t h q u a k e s will 
cause a 
frame cottage to waltz a n d two-step in 
a most disturbing way, b u t they seldom 
fall in and kill people. 
I t is t h e brick 
building 
t h a t in a n earthquake 
will 
crumble 
as if h i t b y a dozen German 
shells. 


The 
Home 
Guards in Hemet 
were 
t a k i n g life very seriously. 
At one cor­ 
ner a youth of sixteen w a s on guard to 
see that no curious person should pass. 
He was partially arrayed in regulation 
khaki, and he had resurrected from God 
knows where a Civil w a r musket, with 
a bayonet about three feet long. T h e 
groups of people in his zone stood at 
a respectful distance, a n d recalled days 
of the charge up Lookout Mountain. 


On the corner b y the b a n k we encoun­ 
tered t h e Home Guard captain, w h o de­ 
precated the t a k i n g of pictures of the 
ruined buildings, for he was thinking 


for Mr. Hearst t o help rebuild a town, 
an American town, as he h a s offered t o 
build F r e n c h ' t o w n s , only the people of 
San J a c i n t o would probably not t a k e 
kindly to the notion. 
San J a c i n t o is 
a town of a block a n d a half, shaped 
like a c a r p e n t e r ' s square. 
And every 
brick buildirfg is either flat on the 
ground, or with bare 
walls 
standing. 
The old California 
wooden 
buildings 
had their insides well shaken and win­ 
dows broken, b u t they 
settled 
back 
again in about t h e same a t t i t u d e of de­ 
j e c t i o n ' a s is usual with this type of 
structure wherever found in t h e towns 
of 
the Pacific 
coast. 
The 
flimsier 
their construction t h e more proof 
they 
seem to be against 
earthquakes. 


Half a block of buildings t h a t shel­ 
tered t h e goods of a department store, 
drug store and other stores of t h e com­ 
mon type of country towns, was in utter 
ruins—just a heap of brick a n d timber 
which covered 
the 
stock of goods. 


ing, 
although damaged. 
T h e office of 
the San J a c i n t o Register, a 
weekly 
paper owned a n d edited by Chester M . 
Kline, who represents h i s district in t h e 
state legislature, was minus i t s front 
windows, and the roof in t h e rear h a d 
crashed 
in. The 
linotype 
machine, 
which weighs about a ton, w a s slewed 
around on the comcnt floor for a dis­ 
tance of about eighteen inches, a n d one 
job press had keeled 
over. A small 
mountain of paper h a d cascaded 
over 
t h e 
floor. 
The clock on t h e wall h a d 
dived to an angle of forty-five, nnd h a d 
stopped a t ' e x a c t l y twenty-five minutes 
of four. 


N E W A R T E S I A N W E L L S . 
The Superintendent of the San Jacin­ 
to Land & Water Company w a s a guest 
at the hotel, a n d ( h e said t h a t some of 
the pumping wells of t h e company h a d 
become artesian wells since the quake. 
Lands were being 
flooded b y a steady 
flow 
of water where originally it h a d 


same—a fit of indigestion on the part - 
of old Mount San Jacinto, which rears 
its head abovo the valley, and which 1B 
subject to chronic disturbances in the 
interior. It is k n o w n as a scaled vol­ 
cano, with its crater still to be easily 
discerned, and the earthquake "fault" 
from 
this mountain runs through the 
valley, and includes the city of San Ber­ 
nardino, 
where, in the last 
quake, 
several thousand dollars worth of dam­ 
age was done. 
Nowhere in Southern 
California w a s there a n y loss of life 
from actual e a r t h q u a k e causes.

San Jacinto workmen wero m a k i n g a 
beginning at lifting some of the debris 
from the store stocks, and t h e police 
seemed to tako it for granted t h a t t h e 
visitors h a d no dangerous designs on 
the town. 


About the only h u m a n

undamaged, a n d the telephone girls in

Up in the mountains above t h e town 
on the south, a couple of miners in a 
magnesite mine were entombed all dur­ 
ing Sunday night by a cave-in.

teers from San J a c i n t o a n d Hemet dug 
a hole through to them Sunday 
night, 
letting in air, a n d on Monday morning 
they were rescued, none tho worse for 
their experience. 


Hemet and San J a c i n t o will 
bring 
forth the usual great crop of foodstuffs 
for m a n a n d beast 
this year.

will be t w o thousand m e n a n d girls in 
the valley this summer to p u t up t h e 
peaches and other deciduous fruits, a n d 
the bales of alfalfa will go forth, per­ 
haps to make glad t h e hearts of army 
mules somewhere in F r a n c e .

person w a s sacrificed.
